Bogert Elected 
Mayor in 5-2 Vote 


Frank Bogert, victorious coun- 
cilmanic candidate from District 
2. last night was elected Mayor 
of Palm Springs, defeating Coun­ 
cilman Ted McKinney in a 5 to 
2 vote cast by secret ballot by 
members of the council. 
Immediately 
afterwards, 
t h e 
council cast a unanimous ballot 
for McKinney as Vice Mayor. 


THE ELECTION OF the mayor 
was held following the canvass of 
the ballots, and the counting of 
the absentee ballots which gave 
each of the victorious candidates 
an even greater lead over their 
opponents. 
As tabulated by City C l e r k 
Mary Gene Ringwald. the absen­ 
tee ballots changed the f i n a l 
tabulations as follows: 


DISTRICT 2 — Bogert gained 
6 votes to make the total cast for 
him 229. and Bud Southern gained 
4 votes to bring his total up to 
133. The rest of the candidates 
remained the same. 


DISTRICT 4 — Newly elected 
candidate Mary Carlin increased 
her tabulation by 6 votes, 
and 
increased her lead over ex-uiayor 
Jerry Sanborn by 99 to 84. 


DISTRICT 8 — George Beebe. 
Jr., gained one vote in the dis­ 
trict in which he was unopposed.
